t3F~The speech of General Thomis to the 
soldiers at Helena, Ark , is eiven in a letter 
to the Cincinnati Gazrtte, of April 7ib, aud an 
account of tbe speeches of several others. As 
you read liiis, recollect it 1b asserted here that 
the proj>csed negro policy is not being carried 
cut by the army: 

'I tbauk you, fellow -soldiers, for tbe warm 
and hearty r.c f.tion which you h:ive gitren 
me. I receive it not as au ovation to myself, 
but lo tbe Government which I represent. 

"I am here to day to annouuee to you the 
policy wbicb has been adopled by tbe Admin- 
istration in tbe farther proseerution of this 
war. I come with authority to carry it out 
fully, and with your favor and co-operation, 
Euc-essfully. 

It is well known that the rebels bave had 
ere*t advantage over us, in tbe fact that they 
bave all taken the firld against us, leaving the 
blacks behind at home to work for them and 
support them. We now propose to take these 
blacks, feed, clothe, organize and arm them. 
[Tre mendous applause.] We can thus starve 
the rebels iuto submission, or force a large 
pro)>oriion of th) ir army lo lay down tbe 
urn- k.-t aud take up the shovel aud tbe hoe. 
[ Applause.] The negroes bave fled to us for pro- 
it i i ion, and Lave been treated badly. [Hear ] 
The consequences have been tbat. many have 
Ik en driven back to their matitc-rs, while 
many more have beeu deterred from venturing 
within our Hues. This must cease. [Chee-rs J 
Our pickets must be instiucted to receive 
ih'-.-t unfortunate fugitives kiudly, and to 
Welcome them wilhiu our lines gladly. I havo 
lull auihorily to oiganize a regiment of blacks 
at Helena, and to commutsion white men as 
officers of the right character aud fiatup. 
I ( '_cei_.] We propi se, also, to establish col- 
onies of blacks along the river upon tbe de- 
. it.d plantations. I was born in a slave 
State, was nursed by a negress, and I think I 
kuow the uegrt.'o e-baraeier and capacity. I 
Mh ft thai the blacks will make good sol- 
diers. We bave tdrtady two regiiueuts thst 
h ive done good service, and proved themselvss 
capable and btave. 

'•I have just organized at Memphis eight 
companies as MtNuriflU, and 1 propose to do 
the same here. Tbe policy of the Adminis- 
tiou in net be carried out, and no oppositiou on 
the put ol ( Ulcus aud soldiers will be al- 
I'.wid. f.veu the stars will be no protection 
to the officer who by act or word opposes the 
pdicy of the Goveiumeut which I have just 
enutneiated in ye.ur hearing." 

This closing scuteuee t_f the venerable - 
1. okiug .oldie i , as well as many others ia bis 
short and pertinent speech, was received with 
most euihusiastic applause by the audience.

G h< ral with a mr.st eloquent anu tbrilliug 
appeal to tbe soldiers, rousing their patrioi- 
sm to burning heat. 

Boa. Mr. Mitchell, of Indiana, Representa- 
tive of the Eleventh Congressional District, 
Bug.

tuuon. Tuis is the cry uow. It is boldly a_- 
sciud by a L'uioD paper in this sJUte. Then, 
we presume, they .re uuder no obligations to 
theCuu.titution.

An Abolition 1'upe 

Since Cassius M. Clay, some years ago, pub- 
lished an Abolition sheet at Lexington, no one, 
we believe, has had the audacity to make a 
similar publication in Kentucky until the ap 
pcarance of a paper just started at Lebanon, 
Kentucky, called the Union Vidette, which 
openly espouses all the ubra measures of tbe 
present AdministraUou. The first number of 
the Vidette lies before us, and it Is truly a 
"precious" document. The leading article is 
beaded— "Is the President's Procljmition of 
Freedom Constitutional or Not?" The edi- 
tor, assuming the ground of Thaddeus Ste- 
vens, proceeds to vindicate that infamous 
executive usurpation in all its length 
and breadth, branding as "Copperheads" 
and "disloyalists" all Kentuckiaus who oppose 
and condemn it. We will give the readers 
few extracts from the article, which is preg 
nant with all the filth of Abolitionism, lie 
says tbat the proclamation is based upon the 
"common law of nations," "the law of common 
sense," applicable to districts or States in re- 
belUon "as well as to individuals." Aud then 
he proceeds : 

No one will presume to claim for a rebel 
ngaiust tbe Gav'ernnient under which he lives 
the protection of tbat Government. Rebels 
have no political rights which loyal meu are 
bouud to resptct. This is true iu other gov- 
ernments; it is true iu ours. It needs no ar- 
gumenttoshow that this is bo; it is self-evident 
Again, our "swe_t«scented" cotemporary 
makes tbe following overwhelming argument, 
aparapbrasc.howeve-r, of tbe logic of Tbaddeus 
Stevens: 

But it may be said that tbe proclamation 
includes in its ooeralious loyal men as well 
as the disloyal, that the innoceut 6uir_r as 
well as the guilty. This is necessarily eo. 
Aud here it is to be observed is a distinctiou al- 
most universslly overlooked. It is not indi- 
viduals as such that arc in rebellion against the 
Government; it is associations of individuals, 
it is wbo'.e districts or States. Aud the mi 
noritiee of loyal people of the disleiyal States 
are involved iu tbe common ruiu by the ac- 
tiou of the diF.loyal msjorities. Such is the 
tb< ory of our Government iu all of its branches 
— that the majority shall govern. Such being 
the case, Stales themselves being iu rebellion 
by the action ot majorities, such States have 
voluntarily, by the act ol secession, which is 
rebellion, lorleited all claims on tbe Govern 
meut. The Government no more respects the 
rights of States rebelling than it does ol indi- 
vidu -Is. T/ie guarantee* of the Canxtit utioti ait 
no longer applicable to r\b:llious State*. Tfiey 
fan no longer claim the protection of that Gov- 
< /•»<»«» nt thej haoe no cinitrinptuouiili/ xpurncj, 
and obedience to which they no longer yield. 

I he editor urges that slavery Is tbe prime 
cause of tbe rebellion, aud, therefore, in order 
to suppress the latter, the former must be ex- 
tinguish! d. He admits, however, that the 
Slates of Maryland, Delawaie and Kentucky 
are yet entitled to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, and that "if the y please" they should 
be allowed to retain tbe institution of slavery 7 . 
But "not so with the States iu tcbellion. They 
have forfeited their rights by the act ol 
rebellion." 

Having, as he considers, established tbe 
"constitutionality" of the proclamation, our 
cotemporary concludes that the whole ques- 
tion Is "narrowed down to one of expediency," 
and he setlles that question forthwith by ask- 
ing the B'gnificant question, "who will deny 
that tbe President is tbe sole and proper per- 
son to judge on thai point?" The President 
is Dictator ! 

The editor concludes as follows : 

We have left the rebels in quiet possession 
until tbe President's proclamation was tbe 
initiatory step towards removing them ot their 
millions of people themselves loyal lo the 
government. They were claimed by the rebe.la 
as property. The right of the goverumeut to 
take this properly away from them is as un- 
questionable as to take their armB and ac- 
eoutennentri, their horses and cattle, their 
wheat and their corn. The government takes 
these people away from their masiers simply 
by giving them their freedom. 

We belicye Ibis very act of the President, 
though by it the reb-lltou will be eouquered, 
will be the salvation of the slave Slates. With 
slavery gone, the curse thai has so loug bung 
over them like, a pall of darkness, preventing 
their development and progress, is removeeL 
Neil many years hence they will enter the lists 
as competitors with tbe free North iu the race 
for greatness and power. Mauy changes will 
take ptaee bmiat* tiieu, but tbat lime will 
inos* awurtdly come. 

We deem further comment unnecessary, as 
every intelligent reader clearly perceives the 
w hole drill of this infamous sheet.

Tbbasury D*partjiet, April 9, 1363. 
Gentlem«n— Imperative demands on my 
time compel me to deny myself the gratifica- 
tion of attending the meeting to which you 
kindly invite me. 

You will meet to send words of cheer to 
our brave Geuerals and soldiers In the field; 
to rebuke treason iu our midst, giving, in tbe 
garb of peace, aid and comfort to treason in 
the panoply of war; to maintain inviolate tbe 
integrity of tbe National Territory and the 
supremacy of tbe National Constitution aud 
laws; to strengthen tbe bands and nerve tbe 
heart of the President for the great work to 
which God and the people have called him. 
For what worthier purpose can American 
ciiizens now assemble? 

It is my fixed faith, gentlemen, that God 
does not mean that this American Republic 
shall perish. We are tried as by fire; but our 
country will live. Notwithstanding all the 
violence aud all the machinations of traitors 
aud sympathizers on this or the other side of 
the Atlantic, our country will live. 

And whi.e our country lives, slavery, the 
chief source, and cause, and agent of our Ills, 
will die. The friends of the Union in tbe 
South, before the rebellion, predicted the de- 
struction of slavery as a consequence of seces- 
sion, if that madues8 should prevail. Nothiug, 
in my judgment, is more certain than tbe lul- 
tillment of these predictions. Safe in the 
S'ates, before the rebellion, from all Federal 
interference, slavery has come out from its 
shelter, under S ale Constitutions and laws, to 
I the Lational life. It will surely die, 
pierced by is own fangs and sting.-. 

What matters now how it diesf Wbellu r as 
a consequence or object of the wat — .hat 
matter? Is this a time to split hairs of logic? 
To me it seems tbat Prov.deuce indicates 
clearly enough how the end of slavery must 
come. It comes in rebel slave States by mili- 
tary order, decree or proclamation, noi to be 
disregarded or set aside in any event as a 
nullity, but maintained aud executed with per 
f. ct good faith to all the enfranchised; and it 
will come in the loyal slave States by the un- 
constrained action of the people and their 
Legislatures, aided freely and generously by 
their brethren of the free States. I may 
be mistaken in this; but is 1 am, another and 
belter way will be revealed, 
"leautime, it seems to me very necessary to 
dktinctly what many yet Bhnnk iroui 
saying. The American blacks mus. be called 
into this contlic:, not as cattle, not now even 
contrabands, but as men. In the tree 
States, and by tbe proclamation iu the rebel 
Slates, they are Iree men. The Attorney Gen- 
eral, in au opinion which defies refutation, has 
prououneed tbess freemen citizens of the 
Uuited Suites. Let, then, the example of An- 
drew Jacks an, who did not hesitate to oppose 
colored regiments to British invasion, be now 
feaihssly followed. Let these blacks, accli- 
mated, familiar with tbe couutry, capable of 
gieat endurance, receive suitable military or- 
gauizallou and do tbeir part. We need their 
good will and must make them our iriends by 
showing ourselves their friends. We must 
have them for guides, for 6conts, for all mili- 
tary st rvicc la t-imp or field for which they 
are qualified. Thus employed, trom a burd< u 
they will become a support; aud the bazirds, 
p. nations and labors of tbe white soldiers 
will be proportionally diminished. 

Some will object, of course. There are al- 
ways objectorB to everything practical. Let 
experience dispel houesi fears, aud refute cap- 
tious or disloyal cavil. 

Above a 1, centlemen, let no doubt rest on 
our resolution to sustain, with all our beans 
aud wiih al! our means, the soldiers now in 
arms lor the Republic. Let their ranks be 
filled up, let their supplies be sufficient and 
regular, and let their pay be sure. Let noth- 
ing be wanting to them which can insure 
activity aud efficiency.

A new programme has 
evidently been adopted. The gunboats Louis- 
ville, Mouud City, CsrondeU t, Ben'on, Lafay- 
ette, and two others, were prepared to run 
the Vicksburg batteries, and by th s time ar., 
probably, below Warreuton. Transports were 
also provided with defenses against the fire to 
which they would be subjected In passing the 
point of danger. This would indicate an in- 
tention on the part of General Grant to march 
troops across the peninsula, put them on 
board the transports below, and either co- 
operate in au attack on Port Hudson or make 
an attempt on Vicksburg on the lower side. 
We shall bave stirring news from that quar- 
ter in a day or two. 

A Sweeping Cosscmiptioh Law Enacted 
in Texas. — The rebels In Texas are doing 
their utmost to maintain tbeir sinking for- 
tunes. Governor Lubbock, in a recent mes 
sage to tbe Legislature, stated that Texas has 
furnished eigbty-seveu thousand troops for 
tbe rebel army. He recommei ded a State 
conscription law, to i m brace all between the 
ages of sixteen aud sixty; and the law has 
been adopted by the Legislature and is now in 
force. The Governor stated that, according 
to the closest calculation, this law would add 
about twenty-seven thousand men to the rebel 
army. Under its provisions there are no ex- 
emptions; every man who can stand upou his 
feet is to be forced into tbe army.

The New Copper Paint.— J. Niekles, the 
Paris correspondent of Silliman's Journal, 
stales lhat M. Audery, who bas been bo sue 
cessfal in electro-plating with copper the 
cast-Iron monumental fouutains in the Place 
de la Concorde, makes his new copper paint 
from the porus popper deposited by the gal 
vanic battery, mixed with a varnish. Tbe 
solvent of hi6 varnish is the light and refined 
petroleum, or what we call benzine. The cop- 
per is very pure, and is easily pulverized, then 
it is mixed with tbe benzine varnlsb, and ap 
piled either to iron, brass, plaster, or wood 
When this copper is mixed with oils It acquires 
a green antique hue. 

£yThe force with which Van Dorn at 
tacked Granger, at Franklin, Tennessee, Is es- 
timated at 15,000. The rebels lost about tbr 
hundred in the fight. Our loss is put at one 
huudred, killed, wounded and missing. A 
battery and two hundred prisoners were taken 
by a cavalry charge, but relinquished, owing 
to tbe failure of re-enforcements. Van Dorn 
has fallen back, south of Spring Hill. 

A squad of Jenkins' cavalry were routed, 
on the 7th, near Louisa, Ky , with considerable 
loss: It Is ascertained that on the 24th ult. 
Humphrey Marshall had under his commaud 
2,606 men. 



Jacksonviliji. Fla., March 29, 1S63. 

Tbrhe weeks since, in pursuance of author! 
ty from Gen. Hunter to take and hold this 
place, tbe black forceB from Beaufort came 
here and occupied Jacksonville under the 
most auspicious circumstances for the speedy 
acquieiiioa of the entire State of Florida 
There were known to be less than three thoi ■ 
saud rebel troops in the State, and aU who 
were conversant wiih the affairs of the State 
believed tbat the time had come when a small 
force could be made e -flective iu opening it to 
the occupation of loyal citizens, and of crealit g 
an avenue of est ape lor the hunted negroes 
herded in the Interior and watched with auch 
malignant vigilaucs by tbe rebels. 

Jacksonville was under the control of our 
gunboats on the St. John's, and it was unwise 
10 moke any movement for its occupation 
until we were prepared to hold it as a base of 
aggressive operations Into tbe Interior. It is 
the key to East Florida, snd its occupation by 
us would have immediately compelled tbe 
rebel abandonment of all the territory east of 
the St. John's, and bave secured an immense 
amount of cotton, turpentine aud other rebel 
property to (be Govern m.-nt. It presented a 
most promising field for tbe experiment (as it 
is still regarded by some) of testintc the char- 
acter and capacity of the negro troops, aud as 
such it was seized upon with avidity by those 
having these forces iu charge. Tbey came 
aud planted the flag, as was supposed, perma- 
nently here, and commenced gatheriug in the 
advantages within reach, when it was thought 
proper to make a more cx'.ensive and power- 
ful movement, and for this purpose the Sixth 
Connecticut and Eighth Maine came to r< -ju- 
foree our army. These came with ten days' 
rations, and were evidently Intended only to 
remain long enough to strike a blow, and theu 
return to assist iu the movement on Charles- 
ton. They were delayed some days in reach- 
lug here, and were therefore scarcely debarked 
when an order came for their immediate re- 
turn; and not only this, but for the recall of 
the black troops also, and tbe abandonment ot 
the place. 

A more fatal order for the place, the inter- 
ests of the people, and tbe Government could 
uot bave been made. Everybody was taken 
by surprise, aud everybody was exasperated, 
save perhaps a f..w woo feared the negro sol- 
diers would achieve a reputation. Was Gene- 
ral Hunter crazy? Why occupy the place at 
all it not prepared to bold It? Why come and 
embarrass the people aud hazard the lives and 
property of defenseless inhabitants thus wan- 
tonly? These and a thousand similar questions 
were suggested, and bitter expressions and 
deep felt curses were uttered against fickle, 
caparicious, and Incompetent, if not faithless, 
commanders. But there was no alternative; 
the order must be obeyed instanter. In the. 
midst of the harvest of patriotic hopes we 
were compelled to abandon all, and thus ren- 
der the expedition a blight and a curse, rather 
than a b'essing and a means of streugth to the 
Union cause. 

To aid to the wanton cruelty of the enter- 
prise, some of tbe soldiery were allowed to 
set lire to the town in vrious places, aud 
now, as we leave, it is in a blaze. T_ia last act 
of vandalism, I regret to say, was moslly per- 
petrated by tbe soldiers of tbe Eigbth M _iue 
—in some instances by the sanction of subor- 
dinate officers; but it is due to Col. Rust to 
say tbat every thin^ he could do was done to 
protect the property and the people. One 
company of the black regiment were also Im- 
plicated in firing one block; but they did it 
under the sauction, if uot approval, of a white 
Lieuteuaut. We are now leaving with such 
anicbs of value as can be most easily re- 
moved, aud such of the citizens as have be- 
come so compromised by our presence as to 
render it certain that they would not be spired 
by tbe rebels. 

And here 1 regret to be compelled to record 
ac's of injustice aud cruelly ou tbe part of an 
officer for whom 1 have heretofore bad the 
highest regard, aud for whose character and 
reputation I had conceived the best opinion. 
At best there must be on such occasions much 
personal suflcrlng and distress. Families sud- 
denly compelled to abaudoa their homes and 
find reluge among straegers, must sufler under 
the best administration of affairs. Of this I 
do not speak. 

General Hunter sent sufficient tranaporta 
lion, as was supposed, for all who wished to 
leave with their personal effects. The steamer 
Convoy is under special charge of Colonel 
Higgluson, of the First South Carolina; it was 
loaded with Government property acquired by 
in.- troops, and such furniture as could be well 
taken ou board — beds, bedding, aud necessary 
articles for the comfort of the refugees, as ihey 
bad time to get away. Coloucl Higginsou 
comes on board, and orders tbe npper deck to 
be cleared, claiming that be must have tbe 
room for his black soldier-. The order was 
carried out amid the tears aud protestations of 
defenseless aud unprotected women aud chil- 
dren, and eveu the last mattress of one old lady 
with a family of three persons was tbrowu off 
aud abaudoned, aud she was coolly told she 
could "sleep ou the ground, as the soldiers 
do." 

This family now go forth from a comforts 
ble home, well luruishtd with the results of 
long years of te.il, to ti .ut a reluge among 
strangers, without a bed to sleep on, or a chair 
—with limning but what they have on their 
persons. Aud this cruel wrong is not the re- 
sult of necessity, because all the furniture 
could have been taken, and though the boat 
would bave been crowded every article 
brought on board could bave remained with- 
out, serious inconveuieuce, aud would have 
ma .e many jnior women and childrcu comfort- 
able iu their involuntary exile. It is now 
abandoned to destruction, aud its owners to 
waut and suderiug, Colonel Montgomery and 
Coloucl Rust both did all that could be done 
to mitigate the evils of tbe occasion, and I re- 
gret that unnecessary suttering should thus be 
iutlicted, and Colonel Higgluson was the 
last perBon lrom whom I expected U. 

If Gen. Hunter had desired to do the State 
of Florida and the cause of freedom and 
Union iu the South the greatest injury — it he 
wished lo paralyze the patriotism and destroy 
tbe loyalty of this people, and blight the 
hopes of the State, be could not have adopted 
a course more cert^m of success than tbe one 
be bas adopted from tbe first in regard to this 
State. This is now the third time tbat tbe 
people bave been cheated and the loyal senti- 
ment placed at the mercy of the common 
enemy. Now this place— the best and most 
flourishing town In East Florida, and the only 
place whose citiz. us aud properly holders 
were generally loyal — has been irretriev- 
ably ruined, and lu people scattered abroad 
without homes or means of present sub- 
sistence. Many loyal citizens further up the 
river, being assured of protection, have ren- 
dered service, and so identified themselves 
with the Union cause as to outlaw them with 
the rebels, and are uow abandoned lo their 
tender mercies. God save the country and 
tbe cause where such things are dene in its 
name by its friends ! Nothing could have 
been more satisfactory than the conduct of ihe 
black soldiers, as a general thing. No white 
soldier could do better, and if left here and 
increased by such accssiens as they could 
bave secured, tbey would have gradually ob- 
taine d possession of tbe State, aud acquired a 
reputatiou that would have been a terror to 
Southeru re bels and Northern copperheads. 

The troops are now all embarked, with four- 
teen rebel prisoners and tbe trophies ot war, 
and such of the citizens as can find place, on 
board the steamers Delaware, Boston, John 
Adams, and Convoy, and propellers General 
Meigs and Til ley, aud we leave this devoted 
place a third time, and now in ruins, as the re- 
ward of tbe fidelity ol its citizens to the flag 
which has been unfurled over them but to eu • 
harrass and ruin them. You will undoubtedly 
receive the official report of the expedition by 
tbe same mail which takes this, and 1 bave no 
time for Its details uow.

Rithmond papcrfl of the 13th last have 
been lecelved, and we extract the following 
interestini? new»: 

Richmond, April 13 —The Whig save that a 
flsint took place at Willlsmsbnrg on Saturday 
between the forces under General Wise and 
the Yankees. These reports are confirmed by 
passengers who arrived here last evening. At 
an early hour on that morning onr troops 
drove in the Yankee pickets snd occupied 
Ihe town, tbe enemy retiring to Fort Magru- 
der, from which point they commenced shell- 
ing the place. General Wise took a position 
near the college, and replied to their fire. 
Our casualties up to the 8th inst. were slight. 
A cavalry movement had been ordered, the 
result of which had not been learned. 

There is a rumor that we captured forty 
prisoners and burned a large quantity of com- 
iniofeary stores, but this is not vouched for. 

The- Wilmington, North Carolina Journal, of 
Thursday evening, has reported that the towu 
of Washington had been taken by our forces 
under General iTill ihe day previous, but the 
Journal doubts the correctness of the report. 

Tbe Kingston correspondent of the Raleigh 
Journal reports that on tbe lo h instant tbe 
Yankees were falling back from Swift creek to 
Newbern. 

The Richmond Whitr has rumors of fight- 
ing, for the past two or three days, on the 
Bhck water, but says they are not ol a relia- 
ble character. 

A report from Petersburg says the Yankees, 
in large force, entered Isle of Wight Court- 
house on Wednesday, capturing four of our 
pickets, when they .retired. 

Private advices from Newbern to Sunday, 
tbe 12ih, rtate that communication had been 
b id from Foster to the effect that he had 
nty of supplies, and that he believed he 
could withstand all ihe force the rebels could 
bring against him for three weeks if neces- 
sary. 

Goldsboro, aV. C, April 13. — The news of a 
partial victory over the Abolitionists at Wash 
ington reached here to-day. It appears that 
the Yankees, under Faslier, were marching lo 
the relief of Washington, now invested by 
our troop?, and were met and routed last 
Thusduy evening, near Blaid's creek, by Gen. 
Pctisrrew. No loss on our sids. 

Jackson, Mlts., April 11.— The enemy in the 
BU>ck Bayou is retreatim; towards the river, 
laying waste the whole country as they move 
■ long. Our river patrol men report that two 
Yankee gunboats, conveying five cavalry 
transports, passed up the river on the T.h in- 
p.tant. Also uineteen transports with iniantry, 
and forty-eight freight boats loaded down. 

A special dispatch to the Appeal says that 
thirty boais and twelve gunboats have gone 
up from Memphis to operate on the Cumber- 
land. 

Mvbile, April \~. — An rfflcial dispatch says 
tbe enemy, four hundred in number, mostly 
contraband troop?, Unded at Pass Gaconlah 
yesterday, and were attacked by our cavalry. 
The enemy lost fifteen killed. Our loss was 
one Lieutenant and one private slightly 
wounded. The Yankee gunboats put back to 
Ship Island with their wounded.

— The news we received several days ago 
from the Wisconsin election was to the effect 
that Cothren, the Democratic candid ite for 
Chief Justice of the State, bad been elected 
by a handsome majority. The Cincinnati 
Gazette of yesterday asserts that Dixion, the 
Republican candidate, has been chosen, by 
what majority we are not Informed. Tbe sol 
dlers voted In the election. 

—A dispatch from Washington city, dated 
the Uth, says that tha Mexican Minister dla 
believes tha report published In the New 
York papers on the authority of a private let 
ter from Vera Cruz, to the effect that the 
French had deleated Gen. Colenfort, and that 
tbey had surrounded Puebla and captured one 
of its gates. • Such news— the first really fa 
vorable for tbe French army since it landed— 
if true would have been widely circulated and 
the official reports published. Tbe Mexican 
Minister has as yet no advices of his owu. 

— There are rumors of a second note having 
bueu sent by Secretary Seward to Great Brit- 
ain, touching our relations with Her Mjcsty'a 
government. It is said that the Secretary af- 
firms even more flatly than in his previous 
dispstcb, that unless the British government 
prevented the rebel vessels of war, now col- 
structing in its ports, from s tiling out, it 
would be a breach of trust of the friendly re- 
lations existing between Great Britain and this 
country, of wuich the United States could 
hardly fail to take notice. 

— Muj -Gen. Stanley, of Roaecrans' army, 
made a cavalry expedition several daj s ago, 
and on tbe road from Murfreesboro to Frank- 
lin he destroyed several bouses belonging to 
wealthy secessionists. Upwards of a hundred 
thousand dollars' worth of property are said 
to bave been destroyed. It is thought that by 
such procedure tbe Uuion will bo restored as 
soon as the Lincoln proclamation is enforced 
throughout the Ssuth ! 

—We are informed that permits will be is 
sued to ship to the following points, where 
boards of trade have been established: Dan- 
ville, L banou and Bowlinggreen. No per- 
mits will be issued to ship beyond Bowling- 
green, until boards of trade have been estab- 
lished at Russellville, Hopklnsvllle, Elkton 
and Cadiz, which will be about two or three 
weeks hence. It is the design of the govern- 
ment to establish boards of trade at diffurent 
poiuts in Tennessee, and, until tbey are estab- 
lished, there will be a restriction on ship- 
ments beyond the first-named points. It is 
the policy of the Government, we are inform- 
ed, to grant sufficient shipments within our 
lines to keep the citizens from actual want. 

—We think ratber strange that no definite i n- 
formaliou reaches us as to the fate of General 
Foster's command at Washington, North Car- 
olina. The latest news was to the effect that 
his force had been surrounded by tbe rebels, 
and that a number of Federal boats, which 
attempted to pass Tar river to his relief, were 
repulsed, lt was stated also that his provis- 
ions were sufficient to last only to the 11th 
inst. We apprehend that tha General's gal- 
lant command bos met an unhappy fate. 

—It is stated now that the enforcement of 
the conscription act has been indefinitely 
postponed, and in its stead an attempt will be 
made to fill up the old regiments by recruit- 
ing. 

—The Cincinnati Commercial of yesterday 
thinks that the attack upon Fort Sumpter and 
the rebel batteries in Charleston harbor, can 
hardly be considered a decisive test of the ca- 
pacity of the iron-cl ids to reduce those forti- 
fications. They were subjected to a terrific 
lire, and the force of projectiles expressly 
made to penetrate iron armor, yet all the 
boats, save the Keokuk, whose turret was a 
combination of wood and iron, passed the 
ordeal with reasonable success. The great 
difficulty seems to be the revolving turret, 
which, la this instance, gave serious trouble, 
and compelled two or thre^ of the iron clads 
to withdraw front the flight before they ha.ian 
opportunity^ use their guns. It is evidently 
tbe opinion of taval officers that auother trial 
will have to be had before they come to the 
Richmond Eximiner's conclusion- that the 
monitors are worthless, and the money ex- 
pended on them thrown away. 

UT The special meeting of the stockholders 
of the Dayton and Michigan railroad, to take 
into consideration tbe proposal of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad to 
lease their road, was held in Dayton on 
Tuesday last. About two thirds of the cap 
ital stock was represented, aud the subject 
is said to have been fully canvassed. The vote 
stood 32,6'20 iu favor of the lease and 1,949 
against it. This pnts under one management 
the eutire line from Cincinnati to Toledo, and 
will doubtless inure to the advantage of both 
roads. 

t-^A young man by the name of Thrasher, 
at Independence, Grant county, Indiana, was 
driven from his home on Snnday by some cit 
iz?ns who charged him with being a witness 
before the IT. S. grand jury against some K. 
G. C.'s, and threatened him with death. He 
returned Tuesday In charge of a U. 8. officer, 
with instructions to return to his home, and 
if further threatened, to go to a justice of the 
peace, and rely upon civil authority for pro- 
tection, L'h'. if be failed, to report his case for 
action of the military authority. 

Reported Capture op Jim Caldwell and 
his l-.MiKi PiRTY. — Two gentlemen from tbe 
northeastern part of Campbell county, named 
Archibald Hutchlaon and T. F. Tarvie, report 
that a detachment from the One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Ohio regiment had succeeded in 
capturing Capt. Jim Caldwell and his entire 
g";!'ff. consisting of seventeen men, near Brook- 
vllle, Bracken county, on Suuday last. There 
were a number of Newport boys with Cald- 
well.
